A subcommittee of President Johnson’s M ari­ 
time Advisory Com m ittee is due to report to 
the full committee Monday on recommendations 
for a federal policy that will help make the 
U.S. m erchant fleet com petitive. 
AMERICANS DEMAND 
the 
w orld’s biggest 
and m ost powerful Navy, but seem willing to 
settle for a fifth-rate m e rc h an t murine. Fifth 
rate 
is a literal truth. Lloyd’s Registry of 
Shipping lists the following o rd e r on ocean­ 
going merchantmen: Great Britain, 21.4 m il­ 
lion g ross tons; Liberia, 14.5 million (much of 
it A m erican owned); Norway 14.4 million; Japan, 
10.8 million; United States 9.8 million; Soviet 
bloc, 8.8 million. 
U.S. ports this year will handle about 315 
million tons of exports and im ports. But only 
9.1 per cent of this trade will be carried on 
U. S. flag vessels. If the decline is allowed to 
continue, it is expected that 20 years from 
now, 
when I . S. trade will total about 685 
million tons, only 3 percent of it will be carried 
in A m erican bottoms. 
Our m erchant fleet is an object lesson in the 
p e rils of pricing a product out of the world 
m arket. To construct a ship in a U. S. ship­ 
yard 
costs 
twice as much a s it does in a 
foreign yard. Operating costs of I . S. m e r ­ 
chant v essels also are higher than those 
of 
foreign ships, mainly because of higher wages 
and m o re fringe benefits. 
Such harsh economics have taken their toll 
since the end of W'orld War II. In 1949 there 
were 3,421 ships in the U. S. merchant fleet; 
in 1964 only 2,529 m erchant ships sailed under 
the I . S. flag, a d ec re a se of 26.1 per cent. 
THE DECLINE has continued apace despite a 
variety of subsidy p ro g ra m s dating back to 
1936. The government now' pays out $100 m il­ 
lion a year in construction subsidies; it finances 
55 p e r cent of original construction costs and 
60 per cent of reconstruction and reconditioning 
expenses. Cargo preference subsidies total about 
$80 million annually. A third type of subsidy 
- - the operating differential - - eats up $200 
million every year to help m eet wages and 
operating costs on cargo v e sse ls and passenger 
ships. Uncle Sam pays 72? of every dollar of a 
subsidized seam a n ’s wage. 
Despite the $380 million annual largesse, the 
United States ean barely manage to maintain the 
presen t num bers of subsidized c a r r i e r s afloat. 
Meanwhile the 
merchant fleets of other m a ri­ 
tim e nations are expanding. M aritim e Adminis­ 
tra to r Nicholas Johnson puts p a rt of the blame 
on a requirem ent in the Merchant Marine Aet 
that U. S.-subsidized ship lines must operate 
U.S.-built vessels. 
Johnson seem s to want a new policy which 
would a s s u re that a shipbuilding capacity e s ­ 
sential to the national in terest is maintained 
but at the sam e time perm it U.S. shipowners 
to purchase ships wherever they wish. He says 
the cargo preference subsidy program is 
a 
“ m iserable failure” because not a single new 
tra m p (non-scheduled) cargo ship has been built 
in A m erican yards since 1956. Meanwhile the 
cost of keeping the old tra m p ships afloat 
clim bs higher and higher. 
THE 
MARITIME 
ADMINISTRATOR 
a sse rts 
that the present system gives ship operators 
little incentive to reduce subsidizable c o s ts ,for 
then “ the government will simply pay them less 
in subsidy.” If continued on the present basis, 
the subsidies are conservatively estimated to 
total between $600 million and $700 million an­ 
nually by 1968.

Kansans for 
The Right to Work have just 
scored another 
success 
in enforcing p r o ­ 
visions 
of the 
state Right to Work law. A 
court action has upheld the right of four e m ­ 
ployees of the Warren Weibel Excavating Co., 
Topeka, to hold their jobs without joining a 
union and to be free of coercion and intimida­ 
tion by union representatives. 
Don Anderson, Rex F orbes, Steve Straten and 
Marvin C reec h reported to the Right to Work 
organization last April that Local 101 of the 
Hoisting 
and 
Portable 
Engineers 
was 
p r e s s u r in g the company to sign a union shop 
contract. The union also was demanding that 
the 
four w orkers, all vocal in their opposi­ 
tion to compulsory union m e m b ersh ip , be fired 
by Weibel. 
With the assistance of the Right to Work organi­ 
zation, the* w orkers engaged counsel and went 
to court seeking injunctive relief. Judge Beryl 
it. Johnson, in Topeka D istric t Court, 
an­ 
nounced his decision on O ctober 12. He cited 
the Kansas Right to Work law and enjoined the 
union from signing a “ union shop” contract. He 
also enjoined it from “ c o e r c in g of intimidating” 
the w orkers. 
The Kansas law* was enacted in 1958. Kansans 
for The Right to Work have maintained a m ili­ 
tant, 
resourceful, 
perm anent organization. 
P re s id e n t 
Louis E. Weiss said: “ Union of­ 
ficials should know by now that Kansans for 
The Right to Work will be ready to take them 
on any tim e o r any place that a person faces 
loss of his or her freedom of choice in earning 
a living.”

William Jennings Bryan re­ 
signed as Secretary of State 
in disagreement with Woodrow 
Wilson when Wilson insisted 
on taking a tough stand against 
Germany. And this incident, 
which we debated as school 
boys, was the beginning of grad­ 
ual American involvement in 
World War I. 
Most of my classm ates and 
I got into that war before it 
was over, and I couldn't help 
thinking about it at my class

going from bad to worse, might 
suck us into another war. 
None of my old classm ates, 
however, seemed to worry much 
about it. They were interested 
in the stock market and bridge 
and business.

Some of my classm ates 
criticized them for picketing 
the White House and protest­ 
ing our policies in Viet Nam, 
and for going down to Mis­ 
sissippi to crusade for Negro 
voting rights.

Another tiling I thought alxiut 
at my class reunion was teach­ 
ers. Teachers have a tough 
time. I know because I once 
was one. But, as I look back, 
they do more to mold tin* youth 
of tile nation than anyone else 
in the nation. 
I had the benefit of some great 
teachers — Lewis Perry, prin­ 
cipal of Exeter; Billy Flake,

guidance when they got it. Prob­ 
ably they chafed and rebelled 
— as I did — and as you prob­ 
ably have at times. 


But when they get out, they 
will look back to his guidance 
and be grateful for those patient 
hours and days of understanding 
which molded their lives. 
When I spoke in tribute to 
Les Severinghaus I called him 
a builder of men — the finest 
tribute I could {jay anyone. 
I am glad President Johnson, 
a former schoolteacher, has put 
across an aid-to-educatlon bill 
and new appropriations for col­ 
leges. And I predict that his­ 
torians will record that Lyndon 
Johnson's greatest contribution 
to his country was as a builder 
of teachers. 
So congratulations on getting 
through your first bout witli the 
teachers and here's hoping you 
go on to be guided and molded 
by other teachers until the clay 
may come when you yourself 
may lie a builder of men.

White House Has Calm New 
Troubleshooter 
Chicago; — A few days ago, 
just as the country had its 
worst — and unjustified — 
case of depression jitters, there 
was grim talk of possible na­ 
tional 
strikes 
in 
maritime, 
steel, oil, petro - chemicals, 
aero-space, rocketry and even 
movie - making and television 
package production. 
Thousands of plants, millions 
of men, billions of dollars were 
involved. But the White House 
was not flooded with calls from 
anonymous string-pullers, or 
labor chiefs or enraged Indus­ 
trialists. 
They all had gotten the word. 
The President now has a “ new" 
account executive in charge of 
labor crises. Furtherm ore, the 
chief executive, unless there's 
a threat of a general strike, 
is out of the strike-settling 
business on a personal basis. 
The 
account executive 
in 
charge of quieting the turmoil 
is big William Edward Simkln, 
chief of the self-effacing Fed­ 
eral 
Mediation and Concilia­ 
tion Service. 
Not once in recent weeks has 
the President telephoned him. 
Not once has the “ quiet man" 
Bill Sim kin thought it necessary 
to rush to tin* White House. The 
President has confidence In him 
--and a well-placed confidence 
it is. 
Judging from this column's 
personal survey of the con­ 
centrated Pittsburgh - Gary- 
Chirago steel “ belt", Slmkin 
appears to have infected every­ 
body 
with his quiet, Quaker 
calm and Ills Biblical lelt motif; 
Come now arid let us reason 
together. 
Patiently 
telephoning from 
Washington to critical points 
across the country, Slmkin ap­ 
pears to have cracked most 
crise s. And this includes the 
steel negotiations, lb* expects 
a peaceful settlement late in 
July or the first week in August. 
Slmkin has no magic formula. 
He's a p ro 's pro. He Is a life­ 
long mediator and arbitrator— 
but not a lawyer. 
He avoids publicity. Ami In* 
has made it difficult for hot­ 
heads 
to gain anything from 
by-passing him 
in order to 
get 
national headlines, which 
attend those who are able to get 
their bargaining done on the 
White House's front steps. 
He accomplishes this by doing 
his homework. 
He works a 
crisis just as a good reporter 
works a story—in real depth. 
He goes Into the personalities 
as well 
as the statistics on 
l)Oth sides. 
And the labor leaders as well 
as 
tin* businessmen know he 
knows what he's talking alout. 
He's dedicated to objectivity. 


They are aware that he will 
not alarm the White House un­ 
less the welfare of tin* nation 
is involved. 
So they deal with him as they 
should. They recognize him as 
the nation's top labor-manage- 
ment mediator and 
crisls- 
s topper. 
They know Sim kin knows his 
business, because during his 
four years in office some 400,- 
000 labor - management con­ 
tracts have l>een signed. Of 
this gargantuan number,'he and 
his corporal’s guard staff of 
250 men 
were 
Involved In 
roughly 80,000 disputes. 


Of this latter figure, Simkln 
and his 
men get 
into more 
than 7,000 a year. This means 
they actually sit down with one 
or both sides in the battle.

signs today of just how effec­ 
tive the m assive B52 raid was 
In bombing South Viet Nam. 
The 
heavy 
Aslan 
jungle, 
which provides a dense camou­ 
flage for the Com m unist Viet 
Cong, may hide the evidence for 
days. An A ssociated P re ss re­ 
porter, after an Inspection of the 
area, wrote that the jungle “ ap­ 
parently had swallowed up the 
bom bs," and the only signs visi­ 
ble from the air w ere a few 
plumes of smoke. 
The 
Defense 
Department, 
however, said Friday the raid 
on a Viet Cong concentration 25 
miles north of Saigon showed 
one prominent plus sign; the 
Red forces have “ no sanctuary 
from effective a ir attack during 
the monsoon seaso n ." 
This particular area, infested 
with caves and rugged terrain, 
has been heretofore virtually 
Immune from ground Invasion 
by South V ietnam ese troops. 
On the minus side, two $8- 
mllllon Strageglc Air Command 
B52 Jets were lost-before get­ 
ting to the combat scene - aji- 
parently in an 
air refueling 
operation during a sto rm . At 
least 
one 
U. S. airm an died, 
seven others w ere m issing. 
Beside what 
the 
Pentagon 
called psychological effects of 
the 
raid, the 
dam age came 
down to this: 
— Three Vtet Cong 
were 
killed, three wounded and 16 
captured. 
— A com munications center 
was ruined, and 20 to 30 build­ 
ings used for b arrack s, train­ 
ing, storage and feeding were 


destroyed. 
-- South V ietnam ese 
troops 
penetrating the area found sev­ 
eral 
houses with sm all tun­ 
nels nearby and blew them up. 
Another team found an Instal­ 
lation for about 450 men, and a 
labyrinth of tunnels with com - 
m unicat ion equipment. 
The D efense Department said 
the are a is being examined for 
m ore detailed damage and, p er­ 
haps optim istically, said:

te rrain which time and circum ­ 
stances did not perm it search ­ 
ing.”

Sam Tanksley, an East Prai­ 
rie truck operation owner, has 
produced his own m arket for 
his product -- Irish potatoes.

Tanksley has traveled 
over the country hauling pro­ 
duce to distant m arkets, and 
now has added his own product 
to the large list of vegetables 
to a four-sect ion area. 
No less than 400 acres of 
potato's are about ready for 
m arket, and the next few days 
will reveal how many bushels 
may reac^th e eastern and nor­ 
thern m arkets at a good price — 
which may have as much as a 
ten-day advantage over other 
producers. 
In the three counties of New 
Madrid, M ississippi and Scott, 
it has been found that some of 
the poorer land has been ideal 
for raising a potato crop. The 
sandy loam land, when treated 
with lime and fertilizer, with 
the right amount of m oisture, 
will produce a large crop of 
U.S. grade No, 1 potatoes. In 
fact, the first harvesting 
has 
produced almost 80 per cent of 
this grade, with others grad­ 
ing a “ B” grade, and the third, 
caim ers grade. 
The first shipm ent will be 
made tills weekend when 900 
bushels will be sent to Cauble 
and Field, Cape G irardeau, at 
a price of around $8 per sack 
of 100 pounds. With hundreds

In his acceptance speech at 
the Dion Hong conference hall 
on the banks of the Saigon Riv­ 
er, Ky said: 
“ I am just a pilot. As a pilot 
I don’t like politics. But the gen­ 
erals have picked me t>ecause

have confidence in m e. 
They picked me more to risk 
my 
life than as an honor.”

has 
sowed controversy 
among 
Vietnamese political 
factions and high U.S. officials 
had urged the new m ilitary re­

TRIMMING THE EXERCISES 
Nearly everything about the administration 
bill for phased reductions to excise taxes 
defies precedent. President Johnson wants Con­ 
gress to approve the measure by early June 
— a deadline of a sort which has rarely 
if ever been met. Last year’s bill was passed 
by both houses and signed by the President 
on June 30, one day before the so-called 
temporary excises were due to expire. 
Most excise taxes originated in wartime. Yet 
Johnson proposes to eliminate many of them at a 
time when Vietnamese war costs are soaring. 
The President believes, “ We can make the rec­ 
ommended tax cuts and still realize total 
revenues well above -- and a deficit 
well 
below -- our earlier estimates for fiscal 
1966.” 
Congress is eager to pare excise taxes. It 
almost did so in 1964 against the administra­ 
tion’s wishes. But there may be less enthusiasm 
for Johnson’s plan to spread the cuts over three 
and one-half years. Capitol Hill usually shies 
from making long-term commitments in ap­ 
propriations or revenue acts. 
Not surprisingly, businessmen have applauded 
the President’s excise tax cut program.

AMERICA’S ANCIENT MARINERS 
A subcommittee of President Johnson’s Mari­ 
time Advisory Committee is due to report to 
the full committee Monday on recommendations 
for a federal policy that will help make the 
U.S. merchant fleet competitive. 
AMERICANS DEMAND the world’s biggest 
and most powerful Navy, but seem willing to 
settle for a fifth-rate merchant marine. Fifth 
rate is a literal truth. Lloyd’s Registry of 
Shipping lists the following order on ocean­ 
going merchantmen: Great Britain, 21.4 mil­ 
lion gross tons; Liberia, 14.5 million (much of 
it American owned); Norway 14.4million; Japan, 
10.8 million; United States 9.8 million; Soviet 
bloc, 8.8 million. 
U.S. ports this year will handle about 315 
million tons of exports and imports. But only 
9.1 per cent of this trade will be carried on 
U. S. flag vessels. If the decline is allowed to 
continue, it is expected that 20 years from 
now, when U. S. trade will total about 685 
million tons, only 3 percent of it will be carried 
in American bottoms. 
Our merchant fleet is an object lesson in the 
perils of pricing a product out of the world 
market. To construct a ship in a U. S. ship­ 
yard costs twice as much as it does in a 
foreign yard. Operating costs of U. S. mer­ 
chant vessels also are higher than those 
of 
foreign ships, mainly because of higher wages 
and more fringe benefits. 
Such harsh economics have taken their toll 
since the end of World War II. In 1949 there 
were 3,421 ships in the U. S. merchant fleet; 
in 1964 only 2,529 merchant ships sailed under 
the U, S. ilag, a decrease of 26.1 per cent. 
THE DECLINE has continued apace despite a 
variety of subsidy programs dating back to 
1936. The government now pays out $100 mil­ 
lion a year in construction subsidies; it finances 
55 per cent of original construction costs and 
60 per cent of reconstruction and reconditioning 
expenses. Cargo preference subsidies total about 
$80 million annually. A third type of subsidy 
-- the operating differential -- eats up $200 
million every year to help meet wages and 
operating costs on cargo vessels and passenger 
ships. Uncle Sam pays 72? of every dollar of a 
subsidized seaman’s wage. 
Despite the $380 million annual largesse, the 
United States can barely manage to maintain the 
present numbers of subsidized carriers afloat. 
Meanwhile the 
merchant fleets of other mari­ 
time nations are expanding. Maritime Adminis­ 
trator Nicholas Johnson puts part of the blame 
on a requirement in the Merchant Marine Act 
that U. S.-subsidized ship lines must operate 
U.S.-built vessels. 
Johnson seems to want a new policy which 
would assure that a shipbuilding capacity es­ 
sential to the national interest is maintained 
but at the same time permit U.S. shipowners 
to purchase ships wherever they wish. He says 
the cargo preference subsidy program is ‘ a 
“ miserable failure” because not a single new 
tramp (non-scheduled) cargo ship has been built 
in American yards since 1956. Meanwhile the 
cost of keeping the old tramp ships afloat 
climbs higher and higher. 
THE MARITIME ADMINISTRATOR asserts 
that the present system gives ship operators 
little incentive to reduce subsidizable costs, for 
then 
the goveinment will simply pay them less 
in subsidy.” If continued on the present basis, 
the subsidies are conservatively estimated to 
total between $600 million and $700 million an­ 
nually by 1968.

KANSANS ENFORCE RIGHT TO WORK LAW 
Kansans for The Right to Work have just 
scored another 
success 
in enforcing pro­ 
visions of the state Right to Work law. A 
court action has upheld the right of four em­ 
ployees of the Warren Weibel Excavating Co., 
Topeka, to hold their jobs without joining a 
union and to be free of coercion and intimida­ 
tion by union representatives. 
Don Anderson, Rex Forbes, Steve Straten and 
Marvin Creech reported to the Right to Work 
organization last April that Local 101 of the 
Hoisting 
and 
Portable 
Engineers 
was 
pressuring the company to sign a union shop 
contract. The union also was demanding that 
the 
four workers, all vocal in their opposi­ 
tion to compulsory union membership, be fired 
by Weibel. 
With the assistance of the Right to Work organi­ 
zation, the workers engaged counsel and went 
to court seeking injunctive relief. Judge Beryl 
R. Johnson, in Topeka District Court, 
an­ 
nounced his decision on October 12. He cited 
the Kansas Right to Work law and enjoined the 
union from signing a “ union shop” contract. He 
also enjoined it from “ coercing of intimidating” 
the workers. 
The Kansas law was enacted in 1958. Kansans 
for The Right to Work have maintained a mili­ 
tant, 
resourceful, 
permanent organization. 
President Louis E. Weiss said: “ Union of­ 
ficials should know by now that Kansans for 
The Right to Work will be ready to take them 
on any time or any place that a person faces 
loss of his or her freedom of choice in earning 
a living.”

But when they get out, they 
will look back to his guidance 
and be grateful for those patient 
hours and days of understanding 
which molded their liv es. 
When I spoke in tribute to 
L es Severinghaus I called him 
a builder of men — the finest 
tribute I could pay anyone. 
I am glad President Johnson, 
a form er schoolteacher, has put 
a cro ss an aid-to-education bill 
and new appropriations for co l. 
le g e s. And I predict that h is- 
torians will record that Lyndon 
Johnson’s greatest contribution 
to his country was a s a builder 
of teachers. 
So congratulations on getting 
through your first bout with the 
teachers and here’s hoping you 
go on to be guided and molded 
by other teachers until the day 
may com e when you yourself 
may be a builder of men.

A recent C ongressional com ­ 
m ittee report about ex cessiv e 
and costly

report form s Is spiced with a 
few sea-going 
references

prove how outmoded som e re­ 
port form s may be, notes Tax 
Foundation, 
Inc. Rep 
Arnold 
Olson of Montana told C ongress 
the 
report showed the U. S. 
requires one billion 
report 
form s a year, or five for each 
man, woman and child in the 
country. He estim ates it costs 
the Federal government $7 bil­ 
lion 
annually 
for this paper­ 
work, and that paperwork rep­ 
resents a $20 billion cost to 
the public. 
One w itness appearing t*?fore 
his 
com m ittee, 
for exam ple, 
noted that at a typical U. S. 
port, 117 forms are required to 
enter 
and 
clear 
v e sse ls. 
Twenty-eight of them relate to 
the 
ship, 22 to the crew , 11 
to the passengers, and 56 to 
the cargo. 
One clearance form contains 
language whose archiac wording 
traces back to a 1799 form, 
copied in turn from a B ritish 
form used in early 1700.

TRIMMING THE EXERCISES 
Nearly everything about the administration 
bill for phased reductions to excise taxes 
defies precedent. President Johnson wants co n ­ 
gress to approve the m easure by early June 
- - a deadline of a 
sort which has rarely 
if ever been met. Last y e a r’s bill was passed 
by both houses and signed by the President 
on June 
30, one day before the so-called 
tem porary excises were due to expire. 
Most excise taxes originated in wartime. Yet 
Johnson proposes to eliminate mam of them at a 
time when Vietnamese war costs are soaring.

AMERICA’S ANCIENT MARINERS 
A subcommittee of President Johnson’s M ari­ 
time Advisory Committee is due to report to 
the full committee Monday on recommendations 
for a federal policy that will help make the 
U.S. merchant fleet competitive. 
AMERICANS DEMAND the world’s biggest 
and most powerful Navy, but seem willing to 
settle for a fifth-rate merchant marine. Fifth 
rate is a literal truth. Lloyd’s Registry of 
Shipping lists the following order on ocean­ 
going merchantmen: Great Britain, 21.4 m il­ 
lion gross tons; Liberia, 14.5 million (much of 
it American owned); Norway 14.4 million; Japan, 
10.8 million; United States 9.8 million; Soviet 
bloc, 8.8 million. 
U.S. ports this year will handle about 315 
million tons of exports and im ports. But only 
9.1 per cent of this trade will be carried on 
U. S. flag vessels. If the decline is allowed to 
continue, it is expected that 20 years from 
now, when U. S. trade will total about 685 
million tons, only 3 percent of it will be carried 
in American bottoms. 
Our merchant fleet is an object lesson in the 
perils of pricing a product out of the world 
market. To construct a ship in a U. S. ship­ 
yard costs twice as much as it does in a 
foreign yard. Operating costs of U. S. m er­ 
chant vessels also are higher than those 
of 
foreign ships, mainly because of higher wages 
and m ore fringe benefits. 
Such harsh economics have taken their toll 
since the end of World War II. In 1949 there 
were 3,421 ships in the U. S. merchant fleet; 
in 1964 only 2,529 merchant ships sailed under 
the U. S. flag, a decrease of 26.1 per cent. 
THE DECLINE has continued apace despite a 
variety of subsidy program s dating back to 
1936. The government now pays out $100 m il­ 
lion a year in construction subsidies; it finances 
55 per cent of original construction costs and 
60 per cent of reconstruction and reconditioning 
expenses. Cargo preference subsidies total about 
$80 million annually. A third type of subsidy 
- - the operating differential - - eats up $200 
million every year to help meet wages and 
operating costs on cargo vessels and passenger 
ships. Uncle Sam pays 72£ of every dollar of a 
subsidized seam an’s wage. 
Despite the $380 million annual largesse, the 
United States can barely manage to maintain the 
present numbers of subsidized c a rrie rs afloat. 
Meanwhile the 
merchant fleets of other m ari­ 
time nations are expanding. Maritime Adminis­ 
trato r Nicholas Johnson puts part of the blame 
on a requirem ent in the Merchant Marine Act 
that U. S.-subsidized ship lines must operate 
U.S.-built vessels. 
Johnson seem s to want a new policy w'hich 
would assure that a shipbuilding capacity e s ­ 
sential to the national interest is maintained 
but at the same time perm it U.S. shipowners 
to purchase ships wherever they w'ish. He says 
the cargo preference subsidy program is 
a 
“ m iserable failure” because not a single new 
tram p (non-scheduled) cargo ship has been built 
in American yards since 1956. Meanwhile the 
cost of keeping the old tram p ships afloat 
climbs higher and higher. 
THE 
MARITIME ADMINISTRATOR asserts 
that the present system gives ship operators 
little incentive to reduce subsidizable costs, for 
then “ the government will simply pay them less 
in subsidy.” If continued on the present basis, 
the subsidies are conservatively estimated to 
total between $600 million and $700 million an- 
n th illy by 1968.

KANSANS ENFORCE RIGHT TO WORK LAW 
Kansans for 
The Right to Work have just 
scored another 
success 
in enforcing p ro ­ 
visions of the 
state Right to Work law. A 
court action has upheld the right of four em ­ 
ployees of the W arren Weibel Excavating Co., 
Topeka, to hold their jobs without joining a 
union and to be free of coercion and intimida­ 
tion by union representatives. 
Don Anderson, Rex Forbes, Steve Straten and 
Marvin C reech reported to the Right to Work 
organization last April that Local 101 of the 
Hoisting 
and 
Portable 
Engineers 
was 
pressuring the company to sign a union shop 
contract. The union also was demanding that 
the 
four w orkers, all vocal in their opposi­ 
tion to compulsory union m em bership, be fired 
by Weibel. 
W ith the assistance of the Right to Work organi­ 
zation, the w orkers engaged counsel and went 
to court seeking injunctive relief. Judge Beryl 
It. Johnson, in Topeka D istrict Court, 
an­ 
nounced his decision on October 12. He cited 
the Kansas Right to Work law and enjoined the 
union from signing a “ union shop” contract. He 
also enjoined it from “ coercingof intimidating” 
the w orkers. 
The Kansas law was enacted in 1958. Kansans 
for The Right to Work have maintained a m ili­ 
tant, 
resourceful, 
permanent organization. 
President 
Louis E. Weiss said: “ Union of­ 
ficials should know by now that Kansans for 
The Right to Work will be ready to take them 
on any tim e or any place that a person faces 
loss of his or her freedom of choice in earning 
a living.”

White House Has Calm New 
Troubleshooter 
Chicago; — A few days ago, 
just as the country had its 
w orst — and unjustified 
case of depression jitters, there 
was grim talk of possible na­ 
tional strikes in 
m aritim e, 
steel, oil, petro - chem icals, 
aero-space, rocketry and even 
movie - making and television 
package production. 
Thousands of plants, millions 
of men, billions of dollars w ere 
involved. But the White House 
was not flooded with calls from 
anonymous string-pullers, or 
labor chiefs or enraged indus­ 
tria lists. 
They all had gotten the word. 
The President now has a “ new" 
account executive in charge of 
labor crise s. Furtherm ore, the 
chief executive, unless th ere's 
a threat of a general strike, 
is out of the strike-settling 
business on a personal basis. 
The 
account executive 
in 
charge of quieting the turm oil 
is big William Edward Simkin, 
chief of the self-effacing Fed­ 
era l Mediation and Concilia­ 
tion Service. 
Not once in recent weeks has 
the President telephoned him. 
Not once has the “ quiet m an" 
Bill Simkin thought it necessary 
to rush to the White House. The 
President has confidence in him 
--an d a well-placed confidence 
it is. 
Judging from this column’s 
personal survey of the con­ 
centrated Pittsbifrgh - G ary- 
Chicago steel ‘»belt", Simkin 
appears to have infected every­ 
body 
with his quiet, Quaker 
calm and his Biblical leit motif; 
Come now and let us reason 
together. 
Patiently 
telephoning from 
Washington to critical points 
acro ss the country, Simkin ap­ 
pears to have cracked most 
c rise s. And this includes the 
steel negotiations. He expects 
a peaceful settlem ent late In 
July or the first week in August. 
Simkin has no magic formula. 
H e's a pro’s pro. He Is a life­ 
long m ediator and arb itrato r— 
but not a lawyer. 
He avoids publicity. And he 
has made it difficult for hot­ 
heads to gain anything from 
by-passing him 
in order to 
get 
national headlines, which 
attend those who are able to get 
th eir bargaining done on the» 
White House’s front steps. 
He accom plishes this by doing 
his homework. 
He works a 
c risis just as a good reporter 
works a sto ry --ln real depth. 
He goes into the personalities 
as well as the statistics on 
both sides. 
And the labor leaders as well 
as the businessm en know he 
knows what he's talking aliout. 
He’s dedicated to objectivity. 


They are aware that he will 
not alarm the White House un­ 
less the welfare of the nation 
is involved. 
So they deal with him as they 
should. They recognize him as 
the nation's top labor-m anage- 
ment 
m ediator and 
c risls- 
s topper. 
They know Simkin knows his 
business, because during his 
four years in office some 400,- 
000 labor - management con­ 
tracts have been signed. Of 
this gargantuan num ber,'he and 
his corporal’s guard staff of 
250 men 
were involved in 
roughly 80,000 disputes. 


Of this latter figure, Simkin 
and his 
men get into more 
than 7,000 a year. This means 
they actually sit down with one 
or both sides in the battle. 
And no m ediator just sits in 
on a modern labor dispute. He 
needs the memory box of a 
computor, 
a 
clergym an's 
patience and a sculptor’s talent 
to mold an agreem ent in to­ 
day’s complex industrial world. 
To keep his m ediators sharp, 
Simkin has turned to every­ 
thing from movie producer to 
schoolm aster. 


The Mediation Service has just 
produced 
seven 
television 
shows, each a half hour long. 
Each tells the story of a com­ 
plicated mediation. It’s P erry 
Mason stuff. 
The m ediator 
never loses. But, by watching 
the broadcasts, the m ediators 
lear.i how to win. The public, 
in turn, over educational TV 
learns the need for mediation. 
Simkin’s proud of his innova­ 
tion — the Mediation Services, 
“ Inside workshops" which he 
runs 
four *lm \s each year. 
Regularly he brings his people 
into Washington from their dis­ 
tric ts 
for briefings on 
key 
issues 
and the Inside of the 
most technical industries. Thus 
his people are not am ateurs 
when they run Into feuds in 
the field. 
The 
most recent workshop, 
to which top Industry and lalior 
people were brought in as in­ 
stru cto rs, was on the construc­ 
tion industry. A previous one 
covered automation. Some are 
on the highly technical m atters 
which are the most explosive 
Issues inside the plants — job 
evaluation, seniority problem s, 
and

tary pasture this spring. Some 
of these farm ers are asking for 
inform ation about the danger 
involved in 
pasturing these 
hybrids. 
Hybrids sudans are generally 
somewhat higher in p ru ssic acid 
potential than straight sudans, 
and this is especially true of 
sorghum -sudan cro sse s. This 
m eans that there is m ore dan- 
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ger of p ru ssic acid poisoning 
of 
cattle that graze 
hybrid 
sudans as com pared to straight 
sudans. Because of this danger 
and 
possi )le 
other 
factors, 
hybrid sudans are not recom ­ 
mended by the University of 
M issouri 
College 
of 
Agri­ 
culture. Piper and Greenleaf, 
both of which are straight sudan 
varieties, are the only varieties 
of sudan being recommended at 
present. In spite of the fact 
that they are not recommended, 
hybrid sudans 
will produce 
more forage than will either 
Piper or G reenleaf after the 
hybrid sudan get 30 inches tall. 
E ither Piper or Greenleaf will 
produce about as much forage 
up to this stage of growth, but 
after this point the hybrids 
dem onstrate their hybrid vigor 
and outproduce straight sudans. 
There are several things that 
farm ers can do to reduce the 
risk of p ru ssic acid poisoning 
of cattle grazing these hybrids. 
G razing of these hybrids should 
be delayed until the growth 
reaches 30 inches in height. 
The 
young growth of these 
"hybrid* has shown 
several 
tim es m ore poisoning potential 
than larg er growth, so grazing 
after the growth reaches 30 
Inches is considerably safer 
than before. Caution should be 
exercised in grazing sudans 
during periods of extrem ely 
lush growth and especially after 
growth begins again after the 
crop has been set back by some 
condition such as a drouth or 
frost. Danger of prussic acid 
poisoning Is 
usually greater 
than norm al under such con­ 
ditions. 
If prussic acid poi­ 
soning is going to occur, it 
usually happens shortly after 
the anim als are first turned into 
the field so this points up sev­ 
eral things that should be done. 
It is always a good Idea to 
turn one or two test anim als

Reports from local farm ers 
and our observations through­ 
out 
Stoddard County Indicate 
that several farm ers planted 
hybrid sudans for supplemen­ 
tary pasture this spring. Some 
of these farm ers are asking for 
Information about the danger 
involved in 
pasturing these 
hybrids. 
Hybrids sudans are generally 
somewhat higher in prussic acid 
potential than straight sudans, 
and this is especially true of 
sorghum -sudan cro sses. This 
m eans that there is more dan- 
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gt*r of p russic acid poisoning 
of 
cattle that gra/.o 
hybrid 
sudans as com pared to straight 
sudans. Because of this danger 
and 
possl >le 
other 
factors, 
hybrid sudans are not recom ­ 
mended by the University of 
M issouri 
College 
of 
Agri­ 
culture. Piper and Greenleaf, 
both of which are straight sudan 
varieties, are the only varieties 
of sudan being recommended at 
present. In spite of the fact 
that they are not recommended, 
hybrid sudans 
will produce 
more forage than will either 
Piper or G reenleaf after the 
hybrid sudan get 30 Inches tall. 
E ither P iper or G reenleaf will 
produce al>out as much forage 
up to this stage of growth, but 
after this point the hybrids 
dem onstrate their hybrid vigor 
and outproduce straight sudans. 
There are several things that 
farm ers can do to reduce the 
risk of prussic acid poisoning 
of cattle grazing these hybrids. 
Grazing of these hybrids should 
be delayed until the growth 
reaches 30 Inches In height. 
The 
young growth of these 
-hybrids has shown 
several 
tim es more poisoning potential 
than larger growtli, so grazing 
after the growth reaches 30 
Inches is considerably safer 
than before. Caution should be 
exercised in grazing sudans 
during periods of extrem ely 
lush growth and especially after 
growth begins again after the 
crop has been set back by some 
condition such ;us a drouth or 
frost. Danger of prussic acid 
poisoning Is 
usually greater 
than norm al under such con­ 
ditions. If prussic acid poi­ 
soning Is going to occur, it 
usually happens shortly after 
the anim als are first turned into 
the field so this points up sev­ 
eral things that should be done.
